Plans Completed for Super U. S. Liner 


NEW YORK, April 5—(UP)—Architectural plans have been 
seompltted for a new American luxury liner which would be the 
largest ship ever built in the United States and one of the five 
largest in the world, it was announced Monday. 

The U. 8. Lines announced plans for a liner of approxtmately 
48.000 tons, capable of accommodating 2,000 passengers and a 
erew of 1,000 and, in the event of war, able to carry 12,000 troops. 

The proposed liner would be between 900 and 1,000 feet in 
length and would have a cruising speed of 28 knots, enabling it to 
make a roundtrip across the Atlantic every two weeks. It would 
have 48,000 cubic feet of refrigeration space and 100,000 cubic 
feet for passengers’ automobiles and high-class cargo.

There is as yet no indication John L. 
Lewis will obey the Federal Court order 
directing him to call off the strike of the 
nation’s coal miners. Lewis may elect to 
fight the order, contending that the strike 
is not a strike and that even if it is he 
has nothing to do with it. His letter to 
the miners last week telling them in effect 
they were free to do their own choosing 
well might have been to get that statement 
on record in preparation for the court 
battle. 


President Truman's board of inquiry, 
however, has found without equivocation 
that the walkout of the coal miners was a 
direct result of Lewis’ letter of March 12 
in which he charged that the mine opera- 
tors had “dishonored” the contract signed 
last July, calling for activation of the pen- 
sion system. The Board disclosed further 
that Lewis’ proposal for paying $100 a 

_month to all miners past 60 with 20 years’ 
service, whether employees of signatory 
operators or not, was found financially un- 
sound by actuaries employed by the trus- 
tees and by the Federal Security Agency. 


Moreover, while accusing the operators 
of “dishonoring” the contract, the board 
made it clear that it was Lewis’ obstinacy 
that has precluded the possibility of an 
agreement. The pension system was to 
have been actuated by a board of three 
trustees, with Lewis representing the 
miners, Ezra Van Horn the operators and

elected by the other two. Murray resigned 
from the board in January. Van Horn 
suggested the vacancy be filled and sent 
Lewis the names of a number of indi- 
viduals for consideration. Lewis, the 
board said, “did not respond to this sug- 
gestion and has taken no action toward 
filling the vacancy.” 

Lewis claims his letter of March 12, 
which the board says precipitated the 
‘strike, was only a report to the miners on 
the progress of the negotiations. He claims 
that when the miners found out what was 
happening they quit work as individuals 
and of their own accord. 

But, as the board points out, the stop- 
page of work followed so closely upon re- 
ceipt of Lewis’ letter as to “constitute 
cause and effect.” One must be naive in- 
deed to believe that 400,000 workmen 
stopped work of their own uncoerced will 
simply because of an adverse report on 
the progress of a pension system which 
many of them won’t be needing for many 
years yet. 

Meanwhile, the nation’s productive in- 
dustry slowly is being choked and trans- 
portation is imperiled. Congress should 
consider ways and means to forestall the 
annual recurrence of Lewis’ imperialism. 
Legislation to prohibit labor monopoly, 
as industrial and commercial monopoly 
have been outlawed for years, seems in 
order. 


Forget the Milk Control Board 


The Director of the State Milk Control 
Board has resigned. 

We hope Acting Gov. Thompson will 
delay indefinitely the naming of a suc- 
cessor. 

The Board has served the purpose for 
which it was established. It should have 
been abolished long ago. 

What is needed, in these days, is not 
a schedule of minimum prices to protect 
the producer, but of maximum prices to 
protect the consumer. This latter the 


Board has neither the authority nor the 
inclination to provide. 

Conceivably, there may come a time 
of depression when again will occur the 
price-wars which necessitated the Board’s 
establishment in the first place. In that 
case there may be a need to reactivate it. 

But certainly, with milk selling for 23 
to 25 cents a quart in most of the State’s 
metropolitan areas, no one can argue there 
is any need to continue artificially to 
bolster milk prices. 


One Way to Cleaner Elections 


More and more newspapers and civic 
clubs have enlisted in the campaign for 
cleaner politics in Georgia. 

At least a dozen of the State’s news- 
papers reprinted our editorial challenge to 
civic clubs, “Sixty Georgia Counties Are 
For Sale,” last week, more than one claim- 
ing that the figure is far too low. 

Several have their own ideas of the 
way things can be improved. The Lowndes 
County News, for instance, holds that the 
only means of insuring honest elections is 
through the County Democratic Execu- 
tive Committees. 

“If your elections are rotten, vote buy- 
ing and indiscriminate voting affairs, then 
place the blame where,it should be: on 
your County Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee,” says the News. “And if you 


don’t like it, then vote for a different 
group of men to represent you on this 
committee ... Civic clubs that are in- 
terested in cleaning up elections and in- 
stituting reforms would do well to look 
to the County Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee as a starting point.” 

With that, we fully agree. 

But changing the personnel of the com- 
mittee may not be indicated immediately. 
The Committee itself may’ be apathetic 
merely because the people are. Once the 
community’s leaders evidence a real in- 
terest in honest elections, more than likely 
the committee will do likewise. 

Few are the local politicians so en- 
trenched as to be able to ignore the public 
will, once it manifests its interest openly 
and positively.

shared quite commonly among top-ranking lead- 
ers of the party, that unless General Ike is 
nominated the Democratic ticket is faced with 
certain and disastrous defeat. He is looked upon 
at the moment as the one man who is able to 
reverse the tide against the Democrats. 

In a public statement last January the General 
went about as far as any.man could go in remov- 
ing himself from the Presidential picture. The 
purpose then was to stop the boom that had 
been launched in his behalf for the Republican 
nomination. It appears to have succeeded in 


that respect. 

But now the boom has broken out all over 
again with a Democratic angle. It is fast 
reaching the proportions where, with the 
General's acauiescence, it might easily re- 
sult in his defeat of Mr. Truman for the 
nomination, if the President does not decide 
te withdraw from the contest. : 


Generally speaking, Republican sympathizers 
are taking the view that Gen. Eisenhower has 
eliminated himself with finality. They put much 
weight on the point that when he wrote the 
letter to a New Hampshire publisher removing 
himself from Republican consideration he in- 
tended for it to apply no less to the Democrats. 


Some of those Republicans who were the most | 


ardent advocates of Eisenhower for the GOP 
nomination a few months ago are now equally 
vociferous in denouncing the suggestion that he 
might be available as the Democratic nominee. 
It is apparent, of course, that the mere thought 
of him being named by the Democrats has been 
enough to give the Republicans a bad case of 
political jitters. He is the one man they fea 
most as a Presidential rival. 
There can be no doubt that Gen. Eisenhower 
did intend for his renunciation to apply to both 
ts and Republicans. Nor can it be doubt- 
ed that it would be embarrassing to him to have 
him set up as a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination against President Truman, his former 
commander in chief. 
His long indoctrination with Army discipline 


suggests that he would take further steps, if | 


needs be, to prevent a situation of that kind 
from arising. 

But what his Democratic backers are count- 
ing on is his willingness to serve the country 
in time of a threatened emergency, if the nomi- 
nation should come to him as the result of a 
clear-cut draft. 

Nothing he has said thus far can be taken 
to mean he would refuse such a draft. On the 
contrary, General Ike said he would always hold 
himself ready for patriotic public service. It 
would seem to hinge, therefore, on whether he 
regarded the acute foreign situation as enough 
of an emergency to warrant him making a bid 
for the Presidency, if the nomination came to 
him unsolicited. 

It doesn’t make sense that he could refuse 
to accept the nomination on this basis. Certainly 
if our relations with Russia do not improve, 
we will need a strong man of Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s stature to sit in the White House during 
the coming four years. The fact that he is a 
military man Would be in his favor. 


Another thing that convinces many ob- 
servers that he would accept the Democratic 
nomination on a draft basis is the thought 
he gave the matter at the time he was being 
urged as the Republican nominee. It is 
known that it took a considerable amount of 
persuading by some of his Administration 
associates to bring him around to writing the 
letter he did, taking himself out of the 
picture. . 


At that time none of the present opposition 
to President Truman had arisen and the Demo- 
crats were quite anxious to have the General 
remove himself as a Republican possibility. Now 
the shoe is on the other foot. 

But regardless of anything he may now do 
or say, it looks very much like the draft-Eisen- 
hower movement will carry on right up to the 
convention. In fact, it is the present purpose of 
his backers>to draft him for the Democratic 
nomination, if possible, and then leave it to him 
to decide later on what he chooses to do.

There Isn't 
Much Difference--! 


The letter asked: 
“What is the difference between Communism 
and Fascism? 

Basically, the Communists abolish private property. No person 
in Russia may own a business, small or ‘large. He cannot save up 
money and open a small garage, a store, a filling station or any 
other type of business from which he might make money. All 
stores, shops, garages, newspapers, radio stations—all business, 
without exception, is owned entirely by the Government. No one 
may make “outside” money. That is a teacher, or any other 
person, may not take a job outside hours and work at it. 


Russians are allowed to own their hoysehold goods and they 
may even own the house they live in so long as they do not dis- 
please the Government, in which final title is vested. 


No farmer may own a farm. He can own, as long as he does 
not antagonize the Government, the house in which he lives, a 
garden plot, and his own chickens and pigs and cow. But he 
cannot own farm land and he must work as a laborer for a wage 
and shares in the Goverpment-owned land. He may sell his pigs, 
chickens, milk and butter on the market, but he cannot sell the 
crops. They belong to the Government. 

Even these concessions were granted the farmers only after 
great resistance on their part. 

No one may change jobs or seek jobs without permission. Wages 
are fixed. In the beginning there was no money used, everyone 
being issued clothing and food. This system was changed because 
of human nature. Wages now are paid and the worker who can 
produce the most in a factory gets more than the worker who pro- 
duces less. The Russians use the piece-work system, now banned 
by American labor unions. 


Fascism does not directly destroy private property. The 
Russians have revealed great corruption in the admin- 
istration of their Government. Fascism, such as Mussolini and 
Hitler employed, was more corrupt. 

Private property was not destroyed. 
got rich in property got by coercion. 

But the Government d entire authority over it. Unions were 
abolished. Wages were fixed. Strict control of farm crops, pro- 
duction and prices were a part of it. 

The Fascists set up great state corporations. In Italy the 
small farmer seon found himself without his small farm. The 
small farmers were forced into farm labor for wages, or shares. 

The big landlords, who were friendly with the Government, 
got more and more land, taking it by fraud. 


Party leaders grafted and 


In cities private business was permitted. But it had to 
pay tribute to the Government. In Germany, for ex- 
ample, Herman Goering soon became the largest owner of steel 
mills in the whole country. Himler soon owned many of the pub- 
lications. Goebbels owned newspapers and magazines. In Italy 
and Germany the men in high Government positions became very 
powerful owners of all kinds of businesses. 

People who worked were not able to change jobs or to have 
any say about their work. : 

People could own land, but if they displeased the Fascists they 


were thrown in jail and their land “confiscated.” 
Alike Basically, both systems are much alike in final effect. 
No opposition parties are allowed by either. 
a country of almost 200,000,000 persons, only 6,000,000 belong to 
the Communist Party, but the Party owns and controls everything, 
in transportation, communications, radio, papers, and magazines. 
No criticism of the Government is allowed. No opposition party 
may be formed. . No revolution is possible. The Party controls 
the Army and police. 

In Italy and Germany, under Mussolini and Hitler, the Fascists 
owned all the railroads, utilities and controlled, through Fascist 
owners, all communications. No opposition party or criticism was 
allowed. As in Russia, the Fascists in Italy and Germany con- 
trolled the Army, and each employed an almost unbelievable secret 
police spy system. Russia does the same today. For example, a 
plain clothes detective has a desk in each. hotel lobby in Moscow 
to see who comes and goes. There are secret police working in 
every factory and store, all of which, of course, are owned by the 
Government. 


No individual has any rights. 
The State, or Government, is supreme. We say the 
Government is elected by the people and therefore is the servant 
of the people. It often isn’t, but that is‘our fault. In a Commu- 
nist or Fascist State, the individual doesn’t count. All that counts 
is the State. Everything else is subservient. 

That is why they can act so swiftly and without delay. 


Countries like ours must debate and submit to committees and 
public hearings all important matters. 

That isn’t as efficient ‘as the other systems. But it is more 
mega and allows for more happiness and a better standard of 
iving. 

That is why it is important we be an informed people, alert 
to the issues of the day, and not leave politics to “the few.”

short-wave radio programs at this country, in English. Lately they have taken on a new tone of 
vilification, in and between routine plugs for Henry Wallace and standard predictions that our 


economic structure is collapsing. 


I am indebted to George V. Allen, the new Assistant Secretar 


the text of a recent bit of cheer from Moscow. E xcerpts: 


“] shall not deal today with the reactionary 
manner in which the ‘Voice of America’ serves 
up its foreign news,” the English-speaking broad- 
caster said. “We'll deal with that another time. 
In this talk I'd like to dwell on certain reports 
on life in the United States. 

“There was a recent ‘Voice of America’ pro- 
' gram which dealt with such an important matter 
as the coming Presidential elections. Not a word 
was said about the fact that hundreds of thou- 
sands, in fact millions, of United States citizens 
are advancing the candidacy of Henry Wallace 
for the Presidency from a third party. 

“The ‘Voice’ spoke only of the Democratic 
and Republican parties. In other words, the 
people who speak over the radio supposedly on 
behalf of the United States nation simply decided 
to ignore the will of a great many of Americans 
who have put their signatures to the nomi- 
nation of Henry Wallace for the Presidency.” 


Ignoring the fact that Wallace would be 
shot in Russia, and that the Democratic and 
Republican Parties equal two, which is one 
more party than is tolerated in his own 
country, the Russian moved on to the im- . 
pending economic collapse. 


“Millions of Americans who watched the 
recent developments on the stock exchange with 
considerable and well-founded alarm would be 
disgusted at what the ‘Voice of America’ has 
been saying. It seems that the sharp drop in 
market prices in the United States, which many 
farsighted economists regard as the sign of an 
approaching crisis, has only been advantageous 
to Americans. The ‘Voice’ would like to per- 
suade the people of Europe that the panic on 
the American Stock Exchange was a healthy sign. 

“The newspaper ‘PM’ declared that the gen- 
eral opinion was that an economic slump was 
beginning. But the ‘Voice’ preferred not to 
quote such assertions. Instead, it broadcast ab- 
surdly enthusiastic statements about a further 
boom in American economy, predictions which 
can only surprise and amuse the thoughtful 
American worker and farmer.” 

Our pal then went into a blast against the 
Voice of America’s alleged bragging about the 
United States standard of living. 

“It appears that the ordinary American re- 
siding in New York Tity spends the Christmas 
holidays in the orange groves of California, and 
he makes the trip there by express train and 
returns by plane. 

“He's not at all surprised when he has to 
pay $5.75 for a rather poor dinner on the train, 
and so forth. After such tall ‘stories there’s 
nothing extraordinary in the story of David 
Crockett who travelled on a crocodile and even 
twisted the tail of a comet.” 


The Voice of America recently told of ef- 
forts to quicken the building of new hous- 
ing for veterans in this country. But the 
Moscow radio conjured its own interpreta- 
tion of this. 

“The ‘Voice’ would lead European radie

listeners to believe that United States war 
veterans who are forced to live with their 
families in trailers or barracks, and have to 
carry water quite a distance, consider their 
homes the last word in comfort.” 


The “Voice of America” is very sore at one 
of the fellows we have working for the Russian 
division of the “Voice of America”—name of 
Alexander Nazdrov: ' 

“There’s a certain Nazarov, for instance, who 
presents weekly reviews of what he calls ‘Ameri- 
can culture and art.’ This royalist, whom the 
Russian people expelled from tbeir country, 
tries to use various works of Ameritan lferature 
to propagate the most reactionary nonsense. 

“For example, in a review of a new book by 
Carl Van Doren, about the first years of the 
USSR, Nazarov concluded by openly defending 
the regime that was destroyed in Russia by the 
great October Socialist revolution!” 

Our friend concludes with the Communist 
type of hands-across-the-sea message: 

“The people of the USSR, and the democratic 
masses of the whole world, have only the deep- 
est contempt for the stupid and reactionary tripe 
which the United States is spreading abroad.”

Let a gal put on 20 excess pounds and 22 of them pad 
the hips—or so it seemed to our model, Barbara Anne. Her 
hips were way past the yard line!

Unhappily, dieting doesn't 
budge hips. But they can't hold 
out against exercise—-and here's 
the technique that = slimmed 
those 41-inch hips to a neat 36'4%. 

In this session we'll deal firm- 
ly with a trio of bustle muscles 
—the gluteus maximus which 
spreads across the back of the 
hips; and the gluteus medius, 
@ short thick muscle that flanks 
the sides of the hips, together 
with the minimus, a smaller 
companion muscle lying just be- 
neath the medius. 

To slim the back of hips, the 
exercise action is a swing past 
right angles. So music, maes- 
tro!

Later repeat again, changing 
sides with each 12 counts. 

A side swing with a curve 
reaches side hip muscles. 

Position: Same, lying on side, 
legs straight down. 

Movement: Raise top leg and 
circle, knee straight, swinging 
up, around and down in wide 
circles, 6 counts in one direction 
and 6 counts in the other. 
Change sides and circle with 
other leg. Later repeat again. 

Now we'll try a counter-at- 
tack, adding resistance.

Mr. Becker criticized himself 
for not leading the 7 of Clubs at 
trick three. Upon mature de- 
liberation it would appear that 
there was a better chance that 
declarer had the Queen of 
hearts. He had little enough for 
his voluntary bid of one no 
trump, and if his holding in- 
cluded the Queen of Clubs but 
not the Queen of Hearts, he 
would not have a particularly 
impressive holding in any of his 
four suits.
